south swallowed its pride and said, 
“We need your help.” Like good 
neighbors the Mexican government 
and its people, mostly men, gladly 
stepped up to the plate. Both govern 
ments entered into agreement and 
in 1942 the Bracero Program, the 
largest guest worker program In 
U.S. history, began. 

Bittersweet Harvest. The Bra 
cero Program 1942-1964. a bilingual 
exhibition. is making its national 
debut at the Mexican Heritage Plaza 
Galleria in San Jose. Organized by 
the National Museum of American 
History in collaboration with the 
Smithsonian Institution Traveling 
Exhibition it features photos, relics, 


and voice recordings of men who 
were braceros some of whom were 
interviewed here in San Jose. 

The photographs in the exhibit, 
which shows in combination with a 
lecture series through May 2nd, de- 
pict thousands lined up in Mexico to 
get contracts to work in the U.S. Af- 
ter “proving” by showing their cal- 
loused hands they had “experience” 
in farm work, their bodies were 
inspected for any visible diseases. 
Next was a head-to-toe fumigation 
to kill any head or body lice. If 
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they passed the tedious and at times 
degrading tests they were on their 
way to their first contract. Not ex 

actly the beginning of an American 
dream. At an opening reception for 
Bittersweet Harvest, Zoe Lofgren 
said, “We are a nation of immigrants 
and in this valley we celebrate that 
but that same sentiment dissipates 
as you move further into the rest of 
the U.S.” The congresswoman went 
on to say. “E think this exhibit will 
help educate those Americans as It 
goes on the road.” 

Lofgren, Nora Campos. George 
Shirakawa. Xavier Campos, Ron 
Gonzales, among others listened to 
the Consulate General of Mexico 
David Figueroa Ortega as he spoke 
about his father’s participation as a 
bracero, “I feel proud that my father 
dedicated his best years to being a 
bracero. This exhibit reflects how 
we are two countries that compli- 
ment each other.” 

Carmen Castellano, whose 
foundation made the local exhibit 
possible, recounted her experiences 
with braceros when she worked 
earning 75 cents an hour for the Wat 
sonville Growers Association she 
said, “They would arrive in busses, 
| would take their cards and type up 
a long list of their names and where 
they were assigned. Then 1 would 
help them get to where they were 
supposed to be. I never felt uncom- 
fortable around them they were very 
humble and respectful men.”

: Several hundred teachers, stu- 
dents and community members ral- 
lied at “Day of Action”: Countdown 
to Disaster against state budget cuts 
at Independence High School in San 
Jose on March 4. The rally was hosted 
by the teachers of the East Side Unión 
High School District (ESTA), along 
with teachers in Santa Clara County. 
Teachers and board members fróm 
Berryessa, Alum Rock, Evergreen, 
East Side Union High School District 
and the County Office of Education 
attended. 

California State Assemblyman 
Joe Coto told the crowd that the mes- 
sages that need to be heard up and 
down the state include nomore cuts to 
education, invest more in education, 
eliminate the two-thirds majority of 
votes to pass state budget (only three 
states in the nation require more than a 
simple majority to approve a budget), 
eliminate corporate tax loopholes, add 
more taxes on oil and stop college 
tuition increases. 

Coto proposed two bills to help 
solve the California state budget cri- 
sis. The first would place a one-cent

sales tax on every teaspoon of sugar 
added to drinks. On average, there are 
10 teaspoons of sugar in soda. This 
would amount to $1.5 million and 
help address the epidemic of obesity.

The dollars would have to be spent 
in the employment of public school 
teachers and classified staff.<>

The E-Verify program to verify the immigration 
status of employees has made a number of mistakes, 
according to its critics, and so lawmakers are pushing 
for approval of a bill to apply the law without hurting 
workers. The bill, sponsored by a bipartisan group 
headed by Rep. Gabrielle Giffords (D-Ariz.) seeks to 
verify not only the eligibility to work of potential em- 
ployees but also their identities. “I’m very concerned 
about the cases we’ve had of citizens who have been 
disqualified and those of undocumented people with 
fake documents who have been certified to work with 
E-Verify,” Giffords told Efe. 

The New Employee Verification Act was pre- 
sented by Giffords with the support of Texas Repub- 
lican Sam Johnson for the first time two years ago, 
but it has been generating interest again after a report 
that emerged last month revealing serious failures of 
E-Verify in cases of identity theft. “Arizona was the 
first state in the country to require all employers to use 
the E-Verify program to verify the immigration status 
of their workers,” said Giffords, who added that she 
constantly receives complaints from employers who 
say that the current system has many problems. 

“Some people hear that E-Verify only has a (small) 


error percentage, but if we’ re talking of implementing 
it in an obligatory manner on the national level, we 
would be talking about millions of workers who could 
be negatively impacted,” she said. 

NEVA is seeking to do away with one of the weak 
points of E-Verify, which is the identity theft commit- 
ted by certain undocumented immigrants who use the 
name and Social Security number of another person 
to be able to deceive the system. The bill proposes 
having employers use databases of federal agencies in 
addition to those at Social Security and Department of 
Homeland Security, like the national directory of new 
hirings, which originated as part of an effort to ensure 
payment of child support. 

It also proposes the voluntary use of experts from 
the private sector certified by the federal government 
who would validate the identity of the workers. In addi- 
tion, NEVA would permit people to block the verifica- 
tion of their Social Security number in the case where 
they are not seeking work themselves. The businesses 
that implement all these changes will have immunity 
from legal action against them if undocumented work- 
ers are discovered on their payrolls. EFE

La Secretaria del Departamento 
de Seguridad Nacional (DHS), Janet 
Napolitano, anunció la implantación 
de escáneres corporales en otros 
11 aeropuertos estadounidenses.

Censo 2010, una gran preo- 
cupación por parte de nuestra 
comunidad inmigrante ¿deben 
preocuparse o deben hacerse 
contar? 

Evelyn: Si deben hacerse con- 
tar. El censo es un mandato consti- 
tucional del país de hacer un conteo 
de cada persona que está viviendo 
dentro del territorio estadounidense, 
sin importar estatus migratorio, 
edad, etnia, idioma, sexo o religión. 
La importancia del censo es que 
determina cuántos recursos fede- 
rales van a ser dirigidos a nuestras 
comunidades, por ejemplo para las 
escuelas, parques, bibliotecas, carre- 
teras, vías peatonales, clínicas, y 
también determina la representación 
política de nuestra comunidad en 
el Congreso Nacional, por eso es 
importante participar. Sabemos del 
miedo que la comunidad tiene en 
participar y es comprensible ante 
tanto aviso mal intencionado y el 
hecho que, por el otro lado, el Go- 
bierno Federal ha estado dirigiendo 
muchos recursos hacia el arresto, 
detención y deportación de los in 
migrantes indocumentados. Por lo 
tanto es fundamental que nuestra co- 
munidad se informe de que el Censo 
por ley no puede compartir ninguna 
de la información que obtiene de los 
participantes con ningún otro depar- 
tamento del Gobierno Federal.

César: Sobre las redadas aquí 
en San José son rumores falsos y 
sólo confunden e intimidan a nues- 
tra comunidad inmigrante.

Estas 
situaciones la vemos en los casos 
de operaciones fugitivas, cuando 
alguien tiene una orden de depor- 
tación o es un criminal y migración 
tiene una orden de ir y llevárselo.

dias a la semana, frente a mas de 
dos mil personas, con distracciones 
de musica, bailarines y cantos y 
sobretodo “actuar” con gusto. “Un 
animal que no está “contento”, no 
"obedece””, agrega. 

¿Qué es lo primero que hace 
con el animal que va a entrenar? 

“Como todos los animales 
que entreno han sido rescatados 
de "Animal shelters’ hay muchos 
que han sido maltratados por sus 
dueños anteriores, o que estan 
enfermos. Lo primero que tengo 
que hacer cuando los “adopto” es 
asegurarme que estén sanos. Para 
lograrlo, por uno ó dos meses lo 
único que hago es tratar de revisar 
en qué estado de salud está el ani- 
mal; castrandolos, chequeando que 
no tengan parasitos en el estomago 
o en el corazón, o desnutrimiento. 
Allí es donde comienza el proceso 
de “afiliación” con el animal, porque 
cuando hacemos que el animal se 
sienta saludable, el animal comienza 
a sentir gratitud para nosotros”, 
hace una pausa. “Después, les 
enseñamos las bases: cómo caminar, 
sentarse, permanecer quieto, cómo 
llegar cuando se le llama. Cuando 
ya sabe lo básico, le comienzo a 
enseñar lo que tiene que apren- 
der para poder actuar en el show, 
porque cada espectáculo requiere 
diferentes actuaciones.

“Legally Blond’ 
es el Unico musical donde un perro 
(Frankie el perro chihuahua que re- 
presenta a ‘Bruiser’ ), tiene una parte 
hablada”, dice sonriendo, “porque 
con sus ladridos tiene que identificar 
a Su dueña. Cuando comienza el 
espectáculo Frankie tiene que correr 
en el escenario, ladrar cinco veces 
y al final brincar en los brazos de la 
estrella. La “rutina” incluye varios 
entrenamientos: correr, ladrar, espe- 
rar, ladrar esperar (por cinco veces), 
antes de brincar. Esperar sin hacer 
nada, es muy difícil para cualquier 
perro, porque por naturaleza. los 
perros son activos”. 

Bill termina la entrevista ex- 
plicándonos que como los perros 
chihuahuas, son tan pequeñitos, 
sus dueños, erróneamente tienden 
a protegerlos. por lo que su su- 
gerencia a las personas que tienen 
perros chihuahuas es que en vez de 
tenerlos aislados. los introduzcan

The Spanish-Argentine production “El Secreto 
de Sus Ojos” (The Secret in Their Eyes) scored a big 
win at the 82nd edition of the Oscars, taking home the 
prize for Best Foreign-Language Film in what was the 
second Academy Award in the history of Argentine 
films.
